REMARKS 

Claims 1-22 are currently pending in the application.

5) Transmission5: Figs. 10-12; and 

6) Transmission 6: Figs. 13-14. 

The Examiner has required election of a single species for prosecution on the merits to 
which the claim shall be restricted if no generic claim is held to be allowable 

Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.143, Applicant hereby elects Species 1 : Figs. 1-2. It is 
respectfully submitted that claims 1-4 read on Species 1. The foregoing election is made without 
traverse.
